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Applicants argue that the difference between the two sets of claims is that in the co-pending '393 application the molecular weight of the 
amylopectin is specifically reduced by acid hydrolysis whereas in the starch of the instant claims the molecular weight of the amylopectin 
is reduced by shearing. A comparison of the starches of the instant and copending claims shows that the characteristics like molecular 
weight ranges, purity levels and dissolution characteristics in water are identical. The mode of molecular weight reduction is not seen to 
render the starch claimed in either application patentably distinct. The declaration by Dr. Jones, which is an opinion i^^t seen to 
overcome the statutory 101 double patenting rejection either.. 
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
